COMSAT closing 
causing anxiety 
for local officials 


Andover officials are worried about the 
impact the closing of the COMSAT sta- 
tion will have on the town. Two weeks 
ago, COMSAT officials announced the 
station would be closed by Jan. 1, 1987. 

The 700-acre installation adds $20 
million to the town’s tax rolls, which is 
a boon not only to the town, but to the 
school district as well. Because of the 
high valuation of the site, Andover tax- 
payers enjoy the lowest tax rate in the 
area—about $8 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation. 

Said Selectman Jane Rich about the 
impending closure of the station: “It'll 
change the entire structure of the town.” 

But she expressed optimism for the 
future. “I think with a little planning the 
town can handle it without a humongous 
increase (in the tax rate) in any one 
year.” 

She was also worried about the fate of 
the workers to be laid off. Would they 
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Newry tax rate $11.40 
—same as past 2 years 


Newry selectmen announced last week 
the tax rate for 1985 would be $11.40 per 
$1,000 of assessed valuation. Tax bills 
were supposed to go out this month. 

The tax rate was held to the same 
figure as in 1983 and 1984, even though 
the overall assessment (school and town 
budgets) was up 41.5 percent. In fact, the 
assessment for the town budget was up 
120 percent. 

But Newry has. been rapidly adding 
real estate to its tax rolls because of the 
housing boom at Sunday River, thus 
boosting overall valuation to 
$16,502,886—up 41.5 percent, which just 
matches the increased tax assessment.

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SAD #44 voters 
to decide fate of 
Woodstock school 


Voters in SAD #44 will be asked in the 
next few months—possibly as early as 
August—whether they are in favor of a 
building project that would supplant the 
existing Woodstock Elementary School 
facilities. The new structure would be 
located on Rumford Avenue. 

Superintendent of Schools Dewaine 
Craig told The Citizen the $1.5 million 
building project will be presented to the 
state board in Augusta next month, and 
the local referendum to authorize the 
construction will be held soon after- 
wards. A similar project was defeated in 
a November 1982 referendum. 

There are 14 school construction pro- 
jects in line for $30 million in state fund- 
ing, Mr. Craig noted. The state picks up 
well over half the construction cost of 
new school buildings. 

Until the Woodstock project is 
completed—estimated completion date is 
in the Spring of 1987—nothing will be done 
on the plan to take Grade 6 out of the mid- 
dle school. 

As reported last fall, the middle school 
will ultimately be done away with, and 
the 6th grade returned fo local schools. 
(Woodstock and Andover still have 
Grade 6 in their schools.) 

Returning the 6th graders to the 
elementary school would reduce 
crowding at Telstar and would ensure 
that all students in the district have the 
same éducational opportunites by hav- 
ing all of them move into Telstar in the 
7th prade. 

Once the Woodstock building project is 
completed, the addition to Crescent Park 
would begin (if viewed favorably by the 
state board and approved by a later 
referendum), Mr. Craig said. The possi~ 
ble date of completion of that project is 
the fall of 1989. (The lease on the tem- 
porary classroomis recently installed at 
Ethel Bisbee School will end at that 
time.) At that point the middle school 
concept would be completely abandoned 
and all 6th graders would be back in 
elementary schools. 

With the retirement this week of Mid- 
dle School Principal Walter Phillips, the 
middle school effectively ceases to exist 
as a Separate entity. Administration at 
the Telstar facility will be handled by a 
single staff, headed by Principal Ted 
Davis and Assistant Principal Carroll 
Higgins. 

The three uridergrades will still par- 
ticipate in middle school interscholastic 
sports, however.

Work starts on Bethel’s 
new ambulance garage 


Town crews began Monday excavating ! 
the site on Cross Street where Bethel’s 
new ambulance garage is to be 
constructed. 

Town Manager Rodney Lynch inform- 
ed the Board of Selectmen Monday night 
that excavation should be finished by the 
end of the week and town crews will 
begin digging trenches for sewer and 
water pipes. 

He also told the selectmen that the 
town would absorb about $1,100 in 
workers’ comp costs for contractor Peter 
Kuzyk and his crew by putting them on 
the town’s policy, instead of forcing the 
contractor to take out a more expensive 
policy. 

The town will directly pay all labor and 
material bills for the job, Mr. Lynch said, 
and will pay the contractor's fee of 10 
percent of material costs when the job is 
completed—by Oct, 15, when:the town's 
ambulances must be out of the SAD #44 
garage. 

Mr. Lynch also reported that some of 
the specs on the original plan have been 
downgraded, stich as the insulation re- 
quirement, which was changed from 15 
inches to 12 inches. Other specification 
changes included tsing native lumber in- 
stead of southern pine.

At the end of May or the beginning of 
June I get an urge to go fishing, One 
morning, as I looked from my window at 
breakfast. time, I saw no wind at play 
with the grasses or on the pond surface 
so I decided to go.

This didn't add any beauty 
to the huge rump on thin legs, its long up- 
per lip hanging over the under lip, a 
strange ambling gait and constantly nod- 
ding head, as it moved. It certainly seem- 
edlikea relic of other geological epochs. 
How I wished I had brought my camera 
for I was near enough and his staying 
time was 20 minutes. He was then arous- 
ed by aheavy machine, so he ambled into 
the woods. This seemed like a good.start 
for my fishing trip. 

The weeds now are very prevalent 
which the fish like for hiding and the 
moose for food. 

Grass and pickerel weeds, the latter 
not yet blossomed, tames the wind to a 
light breeze. 

I gazed about at the water, a string of 
sapphires lost in the green wilderness. 
This morning they reminded me of a day 
years ago on Attean Lake, which con- 
nects with Big Wood Pond west of 
Jackman. A long walk but plenty of fish 
at that time. 

The lily pads were showing today in 
places and soon the pure blossoms of the 
water lily, chalice of fragrance, will float 
majestically between their leaves, The 
yellow pond lilies are already in bloom. 
They lack the delicate beauty and odor 
of the white lilies. 

Rowing up pond I was rewarded for I 
caught several fish and I saw a painted 
turtle sunning on a rock. 

Nearby were the whirligig beetles, lit- 
tle creatures no more than a quarter of 
an inch long dancing and darting and 
whirling about on top of the water, 

“A whirligig of beetles 

With air-and-water eyes 
Peered into the pond 
While they peered into the skies.” 

It was a very pleasant day and the two 

hours that I was on the water especially 


so. 

Since that first visit by the moose it has 
been back many times and many people 
have stopped to see and to take pictures.

Are you an adult who grew up in an, 
alcoholic family? Are you questioning 
whether the drinking in your family was 
“normal”? Are you confused about your 
own use of alcohol? Are you running in- 
to trouble as an adult, because of another 
person’s drinking? If so, you are not 
alone. 

For every alcoholic there are at least 
four people seriously affected by this 
disease. Children learn to survive their 
parents’ illness, but later feel discontent 
in their adult relationships. Their ways 
of dealing with an alcoholic doesn’t work 
very well in relating to other people. 
Often if adult children of alcoholics have 
difficulties parenting their own children, 
it may relate to the parenting they 
received in. their alcoholic families. 

A four session course, The Family 
Forum, will be offered at the Bethel Area 
Health Center in July. The Forum will 
provide education about the affects of 
parental alcoholism on aduly children. It 
will be designed for those adults who 
know or assume they were raised in an 
alcoholic family. 

The four sessions will be two hours 
each, one evening a week, for four weeks. 
The facilitator will be Becky Hardy 
M.S.W., a Registered Substance Abuse 
Counselor employed by Tri County Men- 
tal Health Services in Rumford. The cost 

will be negotiable and participants will 
have the option of buying or borrowing 
the written materials that are used.

residents of both towns. In order to use 
the dump, which is locked, residents 
should call Greenwood Selectman Nor- 
man Millett, who is in charge of the site, 
at 527-2254 or 875-5775, Mr. Millett said he 
will accept both hot and cold ashes at the 
stump dump, 

In other matters during the course of 
the 242-hour monthly joint meeting, the 
selectmen turned down an appeal by 
local businessmen for daily hours at the 
dump. The boards, last April, had 
authorized three extra hours on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, in an effort to 
satisfy local campground owners and 
grocery store owners, who complained 
that their trash builds up very quickly 
during summer months and they have no 
place to store it. 

.The businessmen, led by George 
Stevens, of Littlefield Beaches Camp- 
ground, asked for two hours on Mondays 
and Wednesday (when the transfer sta- 
tion is now closed) instead of the extra 
hours on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

Greenwood Selectman Herb Dunham 
asked Mr. Stevens: “What if we give you 
one hour?” 

“One hour would be better than no 
hour,” responded the campground 
owner. 

When the votes were counted, 
however, the petitioners got no hours. 

Woodstock Selectman Ethel Davis 
reflected the thinking of the Woodstock 
board, pointing out that other town 
dumps have fewer open hours than the 
Greenwood-Woodstock transfer station. 
“If you compare us with other towns, we 
have really gone out on a limb {to accom- 
modate everyone).” 

Meat market owner Tom House didn’t 
see it quite that way. “If you can add 
more hours on Tuesday and Thursday, 
why couldn’t you have them on Wednes- 
day and Friday?” 

Greenwood Selectman Millett pointed 
out that doing away with the three extra 
hours on Tuesdays and Thursdays and 
substituting one extra hour on Mondays 
and Wednesdays would save the towns 
money on the dump attendant’s salary. 

The selectmen declined to vote on the 
matter while the petitioners were pre- 
sent. After they had left, and upon a mo- 
tiori by Greenwood Selectman Wayne 
Redman, the April vote authorizing the 
additional hours on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays was rescinded. The vote was 
40, with one abstenition. 

Mr. Dunham then moved that the 
transfer station be opened Mondays and

Millett seconding it, The motion failed, 
however, by a 2-3 margin. 

Woodstock Selectman Clifford York 
was out of town and could not attend the 
meeting, but said, in a note, he was op- 
posed to any further extension of the 
transfer station hours. Woodstock Select- 
man Frank Bean chaired the meeting. 

Mrs. Davis noted that the operation of 
the transfer station had cost the two 
towns about $2,200 since it went into 
operation last November, through April. 
The resides of the two towns were 
generating an average of 38 tons of solid 
waste per week. The cost to send this 
trash to the Auburn incinerator for burn 
ing averaged out at $57 per ton. This in- 
cluded a lot of non-recurring costs (such 
as legal fees) as well as normal costs of 
hauling and burning and dump atten- 
dants’ salaries. 

In yet another dump matter, the 
boards indicated they favored purchas- 
ing clay fill from Rowe Hill for 35 cents 
a yard to cover their old burn dumps, 
which the state Department of En- 
vironmental Protection said must be 
covered. They have already been 
covered with carth, but the DEP requires 
an impermeable clay layer on top of the 
mounds, in order to slow the seepage of 
water through the refuse and into the 
water supply. 

Mr. Dunham estimated it would cost 
$2,000 to cover each town's dump. Mr. 
Redman pointed out that Mt, Abram also 
has fill available, free of charge. But it 
would have to be tested first to meet DEP 
specifications on fineness, The Rowe Hill 
clay has already been tested.

C. Everett Cross of Locke Mills died 
late Tuesday night, June 11, 1985, at the 
Ledgeview Memorial Home in West 
Paris where he was a patient for five 
days.
